Perhaps it is due partly to the 
Communist practice of trying 
to make a rough” balance be- 
tween the imports from and 
the exports to a particular 
country, 

“We find that many goods 
that we want are sold by China 
to Eastern European countri¢s, 
who In turn cell them to us. Of 
course, we would like to deat 
direct. ‘But sometimes we find 
that. - the Eastern European 
countries sell those goods to us 
at. prices lower than those 
quoted by the Chinese. Some- 
body somewhere must be losing

If trade between. the United 
Kingdom and Communist China 
were conducted on a strictly 
competitive basis, Mr Collar 
believes that it would expand 
tremendously.

SLIGHT INCREASE 


The overall trade between 
the United Kingdom and Chino 
for the frst six months of 1957 
as comparcd with the first six 
months of 1946 showed only a 


“slight increase, from £9,840,500 


to £10,006,645. In fact, ex- 
ports from the United King- 
dom for this period dropped 
from £4,703,918 to £4,315,807. 
But the Inercnse in Imports 
has been enough to cover the 
difference. 

However, trade with Hong- 
kong showed substantial in- 
creases during the same ‘period.

WAIT

There are now 5,000 post 
office boxes on hire to 
‘private firms and indivi- 
duals, in Kowloon and 
Heep oe not including a 
smallér number of boxes 
in post offices in outlying 
and rural districts. ‘| 


Provision, of post boxes has 
now reached saturation point 
becaute of. limited space and 
new applications for a post box 
in the General Post Office in 
Hongkong or the main: office-in 
Tsimshatsui would have to 
wait for two or three years, 


In his annual report the 
Postnastcr General says: “The 
demand for Post Office boxes 
continued unabated, ani despite 
the inconvenience, many city 
firms ate taking up boxes in 
outlying branch offices rather 
than be without.” 


A Post Office official sald that 
the -Post Offico had. {ecilitles 
for 10,000 post office boxes in 
the Centra) District alone if 
there were space to house them, 


There hos been oa great ine 
crease in the supnly of boxes 
in tha jast 10 years, In 188 
the total number of private 
letters boxes available for hire 
totalled 600. This was Increased 
to 6,000----3,000 -in GPO, 
Hongkong, and 2,000 in the 
Tsimshatsul office. : 


Apart from Stanley and 
Yaoumati branch offices, facili- 
tles for private boxes’ were 
niso provided in outlying and 
rural district because of the 
demand.
